A STRIKE. 


The Washington correspondent of the 
In t2r-Oceau in speaking of the Dakota 
judgeship says: “It is believed the Wis­ 
consin delegation will not recommend 
the re-appeiutment of Judge Barnes, but 
it is understood they have agreed to pre­ 
sent the name of S. A. Hudson, of Janes­ 
ville, Wis., for the place. Hudson is said 
t i be a fine lawyer, w itll a judicial mind, 
not much given to politics, who v> ill make 
an excellent j udge. As this appointment, 
however, may not be made until the 
next administration, it is about as uncer­ 
tain to predict what will be the ultimate 
decision as to predict a complete cabi­ 
n e t” 


Those who know nothing about the 
municipal court bill have charged that 
it was gotten up in a dark coiner, that 
the people do uot want the bill, and that 
the prominent lawyers iu the city are op­ 
posed to it. Such talk as this comes of 
ignorance aud prejudice. The munici­ 
pal bdl which is now before Hie Legisla­ 
ture was not drawn in any “dark corner,” 
aud more than that, it is endorsed by the 
best lawyers in the city, and by every 
member of the Legislature from Rock 
county. It creates a uew court aud con­ 
fers upon it exclusive jurisdiction in 
criminal cases arising in the city of Janes­ 
ville; the jurisdiction of justices of the 
peace in cases arising in the couuty; ju­ 
risdiction of all appeal cases from justices 
of the peace in the county, aud jurisdic­ 
tion in all cases commenced by informa­ 
tion, except murder. Also original ju­ 
risdiction to hear and determine cases 
cognizable before a justice of the peace 
when the amount involved does not ex­ 
ceed $503. The bill has been drawn with 
great care and is as near perfect os a new 
bill can be. If the people will select a 
first class lawyer for judge—surrounding 
the court with that judicial dignity and 
honor that are so necessary in a court of 
justice—there is no doubt that it will be 
a credit to the county and reduce tile 
cost of litigation to the county. 


WISCONSIN AND THE CABINET. 
The Chicago Journal of last Saturday 
contained an editorial on “Wisconsin 
and the Cabinet,” which gives the fairest 
and the most substantial reasons why cx- 
Senator Howe should not lie appointed 
to a cabinet position. The first position 
taken by the Journal is this: 
If General Garfield wishes to recognize 
the great obligation he is under to the 
Wisconsin delegation in the Chicago 
convention for starting the “boom” in 
favor of his nomination, let him do it by 
the appointment of a man to a seat in his 
cabinet who would give general satisfac­ 
tion to the Republicans of that stalwart 
State. The selection of ex-Senator T. O. 
Howe as Attorney General, or for any 
other position, would uot meet the ap­ 
probation of a majority of the people, and 
for these reasons: He was an original 
aud unrepentant aud persistent third-

lican sentiment of the State was aet Uke 
flint against that heresy. Mr. Howe was 
not a delegate in that convention and 
would have voted against Garfield if he 
had been, but bemoaned Grant’s defeat 
for the nomination in tile only speech he 
made during the campaign; which was an 
insult to a majority of the conveution, to 
the candiilates nominated, and to the 
Wisconsin delegation in particular, which 
took the initiative rn starting the tidal 
wave for Garfield. 
General Garfield 
should not select a man for a cabinet of­ 
ficer who is still suffering from the effects 
of the third-term colic, and ex-Senator 
Howe has not yet recovered from that 
violent attack. 
(T h e Journal then compliments Judge 
Casse Jay as follows:

A brass pulpit 
has recently been 
completed in 
Philadelphia for St. 
John's Protestant Episcopal Church, 
Troy, N. V. 
It will be erected as a 
memorial by William Stone Smith, a 
very wealthy gentleman of that city, 
to his deceased wife. The pulpit is 
about seven feet high by three feet 
square, 
and is made 
entirely of 
polished brass, except the floor, treads 
and handrail, which are of solid ma­ 
hogany. The ornamentation consists 
of "rosettes, intersected with twisted 
rods, after the style of 1750. 
The 
eight posts or columns are intersected 
at given spaces with square grooved 
blocks, ana the balusters are round 
and twisted in the center. There is a 
scalloped apron below the floor, hand­ 
somely ornamented, which greatly adds 
to the appearance of the pulpit. The 
whole is heavily braced and counter­ 
braced, and is exceedingly strong and 
massive, though it has a light and 
graceful appearance. 
The reading- 
desk is of brass, and will be covered 
inside with scarlet velvet 
There are 
four small gas-jets, and the light will 
be hidden by a nickel-plated reflector 
from the audience and the speaker. 
This is not the least ingenious part of 
this beautiful piece of art. It is in­ 
scribed in old English letters, cathedral 
style, in colors: 
“ In Memoriam. Fan­ 
nie Burdett Smith. 
From Faith unto 
Fruition. March 2, 1880.” 
The cost 
of the memorial to Mr. Smith, which 
includes handsome marble steps, al­ 
coves, etc., will be ten thousand dol­ 
lars.— N. Y. Tribune.

W ashington, Feb. 20.—The discussion 
over General Sherman’s order governing 
the dispositions aud the march mg of the 
troops on inauguration day has become 
very lively. To-day he publishes an ex­ 
planation of it, but it does away with 
none of the objections which have been 
raised. With all explanations the situa­ 
tion romaines as follows: 
Of tho four 
divisions into which tho 20,OC 3 troops ex­ 
pected have been divided, only that one 
containing the regulars w 'U see the in­ 
auguration at a11 
Tins regular division 
is to escort the President-elect from 
the White House t J tho capitol, to att md 
at east front during the exercisers there, 
and then to escort the Presidential party 
back to the White House*. Meantimes 
General llartranft’s d\vision,0,1 KI.I strong, 
which is stationed next nearest after the* 
regulars, is to be placed, in the words of 
General Sherman’s order, around aud 
outside the square on the east side of the 
capitol. The other two divisions are to 
be formed in line, one along the north 
side and the other along the south side 
of Pennsylvania avenue, next to the curb­ 
stone, to keep the avenue clear for the 
passing 
aud 
repassing 
of 
tho 
regulars. 
Except 
w’heu 
these are marching by, these long lines 
of volunteers are at liberty, by the word­ 
ing of General Sherman’s order, to stack 
arms and break ranks. Thus one divis­ 
ion of visiting soldiers is to be posted 
around and outside the capitol grounds, 
aud two are to be used to keep Pennsyl­ 
vania avenue clear for the regulars, and 
not a man of the three divisions will be 
where he can have a fair view of the in­ 
augural ceremonies, and only in one of 
these will there be even a distant view 
for the other two. Ever}' man in these 
might as well stay home, so far as seeing 
the ceremonies of the inauguration at the 
east portico of the capitol. One of these 
dbasions—namely, that one around the 
capit al grounds,—will not see the Presi­ 
dent either on his w'ay to the capitol or 
his return to the Whits House. The two 
divisions along the avenue, while on po­ 
lice duty there, w *11 see him twice. 
Af­ 
ter the regulars have escorted him back 
to the Executive Mansion then all the 
volunteers are to march in review past 
the President. If they are good soldiers 
they will all be looking to Tie front, and 
not be I dining the march by all turning 
their heads to look at him. Gen. Sher­ 
man’s explanation affords no reason for 
not giving the visiting troops a chance to 
see the inaugural ceremonies at the east 
front, except that the space east of the 
Capital will only hold 4,C. J men,—the 
strength of the division containing his 
reg .liars,—without crowding out tho peo­ 
ple who come to see the ceremony. 


M ilwaukee, Fobi nary 20.—The sl»ip- 
carpenters and caulkers in the yards of 
the city propose to strike for an increase 
of wages to morrow. An a Iditionol 50 
cents is demanded. The men get 82.50 
now, aud will insist upon 83 per day.

C. W. Cutler, a student 
course. Incidentally it 
may be remarked here that one of the 
excellent methods of 
this excellent 
school, of which but little is heard, al­ 
though much is done in it, is to exercise 
the students in original analytical in­ 
vestigations, which they are expected to 
carry out without help from the protes­ 
tors, gradually passing from simple to 
elaborate subjects. 
It was in this way 
that this young student undertook to 
examine the wells of New Brunswick 
with some remarkable results. 
Twenty-four wells were examined. 
Of these, eight only were good; two 
were passable, but fourteen—or more 
than one-half—were bad to very bad. 
When well water is found to contain 
more than 40 grains per gallon of solid 
matter, it is to be suspected. When the 
solid matter in solution largely surpass­ 
es this quantity, the pollution becomes 
dangerous. And here is a well in the 
city of New Brunswick which contains 
202 grains, or nearly half an ounce of 
solid matter per gallon in solution, with 
a considerable proportion of album­ 
inoid ammonia.

It 
is not only here and there; it is on every 
hand; the farm, from its want of drain­ 
age, being in more danger than the city 
house, and the better class of rural 
dwellings being worse placed than the 
farms, because of the modern improve­ 
ments which gather the refuse of the 
household in a concentrated form under 
E 
und, but out of sight, and of the 
'ely increased wastes from a more 
refined household. 
It may be that we 
suffer from our excessive refinement in 
thus hiding away our filth; that the only 
sale disposal of house wastes is in the 
shape of manure, and that to be safe the 
wastes of a house should be kept insight 
and used as are those of the stable—to 
fertilize the soil. 
If we could but come 
to that in any practicable manner, we 
might add millions of dollars to our ag­ 
gregate yearly income, and secure pure 
water, and with an undoubted freedom 
from much disease of mysterious (when 
unsuspected) 
origin. — Rural 
New 
Yorker.

V e g e t a t io n and growth are v ery 
complex processes, involving the action 
of the whole material universe. 
In 
vegetation the sun acts by its light and 
heat and chemical rays; the atmosphere 
by its own elements and by the carbon­ 
ic acid contained in it; the water that 
pervades the atmosphere, or that is 
furnished in various other wavs, elec­ 
tricity, and the earth, by furnishing the 
mineral elements that are essential to 
each kind of vegetation. 
There is thus a system of laws that 
underlies all agriculture. The elements 
taken from other sources than the 
earth—4Jiat is, from the atmosphere, 
the water, and the heat and the light of 
the sun—do not exhaust the sources of 
those elements, and ('annot be restored 
to them by human effort, but are re­ 
stored by the stated and constant ac­ 
tion of the system. 
Another funda­ 
mental fact is that the elements taken 
from the soil by crops do by degrees 
exhaust it, and must be replaced, or 
else the soil will become barren. This 
is the most important "fact in agricult­ 
ure. In some instances the abstracted 
elements ara restored by natural proc­ 
esses, as by the overflow of the Nile in 
Egypt, and of the Ganges in India, and 
some other similar eases; but as a rule 
they must be restored by artificial 
means. 
If a process of abstraction goes on 
for a length of time varying in different 
cases, the soil becomes barren for all 
plants which demand the elements 
taken away. 
By a process of this kind 
the larger part of the world could be 
rendered barren, as large portions have 
been, so that a universal famine would 
ensue. 
Hence the most pressing prob­ 
lem of agriculture in all ages has been 
to restore to tho soil the elements thus

have, after this digestion, the identical 
elements taken from the soil, and form 
an effectual manure, which will restore 
and perpetuate its fertility. 
What is 
called manure is simply anything that 
restores to the soil the abstracted essen­ 
tial food of plants, by which they live, 
grow and become fruitful. 
The results of digestion ara the 
most obvious means of effecting this, 
and as such have been used in alf ages. 
But the same elements if procured from 
other sources will produce the same re­ 
sults. so that a wide field is open for 
the manufacture of manures. 
In view of these facts certain things 
are evident: I. That an understanding 
of what each plant takes from the sou 
is always desirable, and to a scientific 
culture of any plant or tree absolutely 
essential. 
2. It is desirable to know 
that tho efficacy of manure depends on 
tho fact that it gives to the soil the 
elements which have l>cen taken from 
it, or in which it was originally de­ 
ficient, but which ara essential to the 
cultivation of plants or trees. 
3. That 
it should be a principle of National 
policy to discourage, and if possible 
to prevent the exhaustion 
of 
the 
National domain or any part of it by 
repeated drafts on the earth, the great 
bank 
of 
humanity, 
without any 
adequate deposits to make good the 
withdrawals. 
During the greater part 
of past ages there has not been a 
scientific understanding of those laws 
The chemical components of plants and 
the earths have not been understood 
until this (^htury. 
True, manures 
have been used, but their eomno3ition 
and action have been imperfectly com 
prehended. and the component elements 
of plants and What they take from the 
soil have been even less understood. 
Observation and experiment have 
taught what has been known as to ma­ 
nure, and tradition has handed down the 


Hair Dressing. 
The hair is dressed very simply thi* 
season, slid close to the head, showing 
all its outlines. Idle voluminous puds 
and chignons worn last year are entire­ 
ly out of fashion, and very little false 
hair is used, except in natural-looking 
switches for enlarging the braids in 
which the back hair is arranged. 
L,ow 
coiffures are most in favor, though la­ 
dies who are short, or those with round 
faces, still wear the hair dressed high, 
though puffs and braids are not used 
by them. The only stylish high coiffure 
is formed by combing all the hair up­ 
ward from the nape of the neck, then 
covering the top or crown of the head 
with a large soft knot, made by tying a 
switch in a loose, fluffy knot, and tuck­ 
ing the ends beneath out of sight. 
If 
the forehead is low, the front hair is 
then combed straight back and left 
plain; but if the forehead is too high, 
it is shaded by irregular Montague 
waves, or else by a short bang. 
Low 
coiffures arc more generally becoming 
to the oval faces of American ladies. 
The popular chatelaine braids are still 
used quite low at the back, aud these 
are now two loops, each plaited of three 
tresses, put straight and quite together 
down the middle of the back of the 
head; then each is curled around in a 
loop, which, when spread out, fills all 
the space between the ears. 
This is 
very easily arranged with false hair, 
but is more troublesome for those who 
have sufficient natural hair to form the 
braids. 
Large coils are worn again, 
and are placed very low down.

are not the small Greek knot, nor yet 
the plait rolled around, but arching 
thick tresses twined carelessly, or else 
twisted in a thick rope coil.

The natural-looking waves must not be 
fluffy, now that smooth hair is again in 
fashion. They are easily made by put­ 
ting up the hair on two or four hair­ 
pins, and wearing it so all night. 
The 
Bair should be only slightly moistened, 
as when made wet the waves will be too* 
much like craped hair. 
Ilair-dressers 
say they cut bangs for ladies of thirty 
years and under, precisely like those 
worn by children, though ladies should 
not allow them to grow sis long as the 
bangs seen on children. 
A little bando­ 
line is used on these straight bangs, and 
also on the water waves, and this is the 
only dressing now commended for the 
hair. 
An occasional shampooing to 
keep the hair clean, and a great deal of 
brushing, done in quick strokes, after 
each of which the hand is passed over 
the hair, will be found bettor than any 
nostrums for making the hair retain its 
natural luster. When a false front 
must be used by reason of baldness, or 
to give the natural hair time to grow, 
that with five water waves, made quite 
flat and showing no parting in the mid­ 
dle, is one of the best. 
Another false 
piece has large, deep, natural-looking 
waves covering the entire top of the 
head. 
Still another Is a narrower band 
or tress of hair slightly waved and cut 
off in front to form some Montague 
locks. 
For the back hair, when there 
is very little natural hair, a long, full 
switch is arranged to form a crown 
braid quite far back, and each end is 
then turned up to make chatelaine 
loops. 
For this thick braid it is well 
to buy the crimped, fluffy hair that has 
had the crimp 44 baked” in, so that it 
is permanent, as this is not so heavy as 
a straight switch. 
Very young ladies wear the back hair 
fastened in a small knot quite low, in 
the fashion now called I* Anglaise. With 
the coiffure-a la Vierge the front hair 
lis in smooth bands drawn down behind 
the ears. 
For full-dress occasions a 
comb or a single flower placed low be­ 
hind the left ear is sufficient ornament. 
With the small bonnets now worn on 
the back of tho head. smooth bands, 
or else natural-looking waves, are best 
for the front hair, as these add nothing 
to the size of the head. 
The old fash­ 
ion of twisting pearls in the coil of hair 
is revived by I’arisiennes. 
The prefer­ 
ence here is for thrusting a dagger of 
shell or of jet through the back hair, 
or else wearing a narrow comb stuck in 
one side in Spanish 
fashion.

rules an processes established by the 
usages of previous generations. 
It is, moreover, very desirable to 
know what are constituent elements of 
every soil when it is lirst cultivated. 
Assuming that the constituent elements 
of all the plants to be raised are known, 
it can be seen if there is a deficiency of 
any requisite elements iii the soil, or if 
any are in danger of being soon ex 
hausted; or if any are not in a state to 
be used. This will decide what manures 
to use, when to use them, and how much 
to employ. 
The soils of the globe have 
been formed in past ages from the 
rocky strata of the earth, acted on and 
disintegrated bv the air, by water, by 
heat and cold, 
and other chemical 
agents; the results of this disintegra­ 
tion have been deposited by rivers and 
floods, thus forming diluvial soils in low 
lands. 
In higher lauds the character of 
the soil depends upon the constituent 
leo 
elementsoi the rocks which have been 
disintegrated. 
Thus in Gesner’s 44New 
Brunswick” we arc told that from the 
disintegration of granite and syenite, 
silex, clay, limo and magnesia, result. 
The soil from tho rock contains much 
potash, aud produces hard wood, such 
as beech, birch, maple, oak, ash and 
butternut. 
The soil of granite and 
syenite also produces these; but fre­ 
quently, if the soli is deep and mixed 
with sand, white and rod pine grow to 
a large size. 
In like manner all soils 
can be traced to their original sourcess, 
and their primary powers and adapta­ 
tions known. 
As a general fact, alluvi­ 
al soils are tho most complex and the 
most widely fertile, as containing a 
greater variety of the elements needed 
in tho formation of different plants, and 
often a greater abundance of them. 
In addition to such original elements 
of soil, a vegetable mold is added by the 
dissolution of leaves, grasses, trees and 
other vegetable products. In this, how­ 
ever, are found elements previously 
taken from the soil and the atmosphere. 
It is also important to know the decrees 
of heat and cold to which plants w ill be 
exposed, and the amount of water to be 
obtained from rains, brooks, rivers and 
irrigation, for these are things the cul­ 
tivator is compelled to know through 
the action of toe climate and tho sea­ 
sons.— Christian Union.

THAT HIU RN ii I AK 
The big fire engine for the Chicago 
department, has arrived there and Sat­ 
urday was put to the test For tho ben­ 
efit of those of our city department who 
have had so much interest in it, we 
quote the result from the Chicago Trib­ 
une: 
The test made of the engine recently 
received by the city from the Ahrens 
Manufacturing Company, of Cincinnati, 
resulted satisfactorily in every way. Fire 
was started under the boiler at 2:35 yes­ 
terday afternoon, and in two minutes the 
steam-gauge showed ten pounds. Within 
two minutes more there was fifty pounds 
of steam pressure, and in four minutes 
aud twenty seconds from the time the 
fire was lit water showed at the nozzle. 
The greatest distance thrown was as 
follows: Two streams, l 1^ inch nozzles, 
262 feet; one stream, I 5-16 inch nozzle, 
293 feet; I% inch nozzle, 290 feet; \% 
inch nozzle, 277 feet, and 1% inch nozzle, 
226 feet. After the test the engine was 
sent to the repair shop to have heater 
connections and relief valve attached. 
It will then be ready for service in tile 
department.
